They Endeavor to Prevent Further
Dynamite Outrages.

THREATS MADE BY ANARCHISTS

7o Blow Up Houses Put the Occupants and
(fficials on Guard.

FXPLOSIVES FOUND ON AN ACCOMPLICE

Parrs, March 20.—It has been a loang
time sinee such activity bas been shown by
the police as is now displayed. The Rue
Clichy explosion has impressed upon the
suthorities the faot that Anarchism, or at
least the orimes arising from that dootrine,
niust be prevented if the fuir fame of the
city is not to suffer. The money loss grow-
ing out of the fear occasioned by the ex-
plosion is incalenlable. With no eertainty
a% to where the Anarchists will strike their
next blow, visitors to Paris deem it the
sifer plan to leave the eity, much to the
disgust of hotel proprietors and shop-
keepers. There is uo denving the faet that
the expressed intention of the Anarchists
1o inangurate a reign of terror has caused
consternation. Their snecess in this diree-
t'on has emboldened them to the commission
of further erimes and the people hourly
cxnect to hear of other dvnamite outrazes

An important meeting of the authorities
was beld at the Ministry of the Interior to-
fax.  The situation was diseussed in all its
warings, and it was arranged to execute
stringent measures for the prevention of
iurther outrages. The residences of M.
Athalin, an examining magistrate; M.
(sirare, the publie analyst, and M. Clement,
s police commissery, sre rded day and
uight to prevent the Anarchists from carry-
ing out their threats to blow them up.

Benolt Gets a Notion to Qait,

Judge Benoit, against whom the recent
explosion in the Boulevard 8t. Germain was
cirected, has been served with a notice to
quit by his landlord. The owner of the
bouse which the Judge occupies says that if
he remains there the other tenants will
leave, fearing that the Anarchists will make
another sttempt to blow up the Judge. M.
Thevenet, ex-Minister of Justice, received &
menscing letter yesterday.

The Figaro publishes interviews with two
leading Anarchists, They declared that
the members of the party were acting
singly, on their own responsibility, and that
there was no preconcerted plan to cause
explosions. Both of them expressed them-
selves ns delighted with the moral effect of
the explosions, which, they say, would di-
rect greater attention to their doctrines.

A Cabinet council was held this afternoon
i= which the Ministers discaossed the ex-
vlosion that ocourred Sunday morning at
‘le honee, No. 39 Rue Clichy, where great

amage was done.

PRAGUE, March 20.—Some time ago
ireparations were begun 1 this city by the
Sational Czechs to celebrate the anmversary
the birth of John Comenius, the dis
nzuished educstional reformer, who was
wrn March 25, 1502. After the prepara.
is had in many cases been completed the
sovernment issued un order forbidding the
¢lehration. The Crechs were highly in-
ignant, and the leaders deeclared that the
iy should be celelirated in spite of the
rohibition, and at 7 o'clock last evening an
ormous erowd surrounded the monument
the poet Halek, on the Carlplatz The
diee attempted to disperse the erowd, but
v were resisied with dogged determina-

n. Orders were then givea to charge,
ldesperate fizhting followed, The crowd
vre armed with sticks and they dealt ‘many
e «re blaws to the gendsrmes. The latter

!'

elashed right and left with their swords,
and finally, after a pitohed battle, the crowd
were foreed to retreat.

The crowd assembled again, this time in
Bethlehem.platz, where John Huss, the
Boheminn reformer, preached nearly 500
vears ago.  Here ringing cheers were given
for Comenins, mingled with cries of *‘Down
with Gautsch™ (the Minister of Education).
The erowd were haring things all their owa
way when suddenly the police made an-
other charge upon them. Another stub-
born fight followed, the crowd using sticks
and stones and any other weapons that
eame handy. The mob then sttacked the
Hebrews and another charge was made b,
the police. The rioters flnally broke an
ran, taking advantage of the darkness and
convenient alleyways to escape the police,
who prosecuted a vigorous search for them
in every direction. A large number of
rioters received severe sword wounds They
were removed in custody to the hospitals,
where their wounds were dressed, sfter
which they were locked up. To-day the
city wears its normal nspect and no farther
trouble is apprehended.

REVILED THE EMPEROR WILLIAM.

A Workman Creates an Exciting Soene in
a Berlin Court Koom.

BerLix, March 29.—A wvery exciting
gcene oceurred to-day in & eourt room in
this city. The occasion was the trial of a
workman who had been taken into custody
on the charge of having spoken wvery in-
sultingly of Emperor William. Duringthe
entire proceedings in the court the prisoner
kept up a continuous stream of the vilest
abuses, including in his tirade Emperor
William, the Judge before whom he was
being tried, and other offinials who had ex-
cited his animosity. Despite the stern re-
bukes of the Judge, the prisoner continued
to revile his supposed enemies, and all the
efforts of the court attaches to silence him
wWere in vain,

The evidence against the sccused man was
conclusive, and when all the witnesses had
been examined and the case had been closed
the Judee promptly sentenced him to two
years imprisonment at hard labor. When
the punishment for his offense hod been pro-
nounced the prisoner seemed to Jose all con-
trol of himeell, In spite of the watchfulness
of the officers who had him in ehl.!&ge, he
suddenly sprang from his seat, and with
frighttul yells made a d rate onslanght
on the persons near him, hitting right and
left indiscriminately. Among those at-
‘tucked were o reporter and the warden of
the prison, both of whom were knocked
down. In the struggle that ensoed one of
the warden's fingers was bitten off by the
infuriated man, and it was only after & hard
firht that the prisoner was overcome and
securely manaeled.

VON BULOW DESERTS GERMANY.

He Vows That He Will Never Heturn and
Ridicules the Emperor,

Berrix, March 20.—The last Philhar-
monie rt of the was held this
evening, under the leadership of Dr.
Von Bulow, After conducting Beetho-
ven's Erolen symphbony, Von Bulow
spoke at length on the history of
the composer. He said thst after first dedi-
oating the symphony to Napoleon,
Neethoven chenged his mind snd dedieated
it to Count Lobokwitz Von Bulow de-
seribed Count Lobokwitz asa nobody, and
proposed on behalf of German musicians to
rededicate the symphony to “The true
hero, the bright duy star of Germany, the
Beethoven of polities, Prince Bismarck.”

Tnhe whole speech was garnished with sar-
eastie allusions to current events, which
were received with storms of hisses min-
gled with a few cheers. Finally, pale with
rage, Von Bulow made a pantomimic allu-
sion to the Emperor's reeent Brandenbu

eech by beating the dust off his feet wit

nis handkerchief, implying tnat he wonld
never return to Berlin,  The andience was
convulsed, hisses and cheers mingling with
the general langhter.

LONDOKERS DEMARD WORK.

They Endeavor to Foroe Thelr Way Into
the Counell Meeting.

Loxpox, Msrch 20.—Some excitemant
was eaused here to.day by a report thata
body of unemployed workingmen had en-
deavored to foree an entrance itito the prem-
ises of the London County Council in
Spring Gardens, 8 W., with the object of
demanding work. Tt was soon ascertained,
however, that the faolts were that a small
deputation of men out of employment,
headed by a negro named Harry Wabes,
had tried to secure an entrance to the meet.
ing room of the Couneil.

They did not state the object of their
mission, but it is presumed that it was their
intention to demand that they be given em-
ployment. The police on duty at the build-
ing prevented them from entering. Wabes
persisted in attempting to get in with his
followers, and the police determined to ar-
rest him. He resisted and there was a short
scuflle before he was taken into custody.

GERMANY'S GOVEENMENT DEFEATED.

The Centrists, Radicals and Socialists Con-
trol in the Relchstag,

PERLIN, March 20, —A defeat was ad-
ministered to the Government in the
Reichstag to-day, which has ecaused some
sensation in official circles and in the city
generally. The Government had submitted
a proposition to insert in the estimates,
which were under discussion. the vote for a
new eorvette. Some time ago the Reichstag
in the face of an appeal by Chancellor yon
Caprivi, rejected the vote for this vessel.

When the proporition to reinsert the vote
was made to-day it was understood that it
would s, but it was rejected after a long
debate by a vote of 177 to 109. This defeat
of the Government was effected by a coali-
tion of Centrists, Radicals and ~Socialists
acainst the Conservatives and National
Liberals. The aunouncement of the result
of the voting was greeted with lond cheers
by the opposition.

A TREASONABLE SOCIALIST

The Pollce Make Churges Against a Member
of the Prussian Parliament,

threatens to result in serious trouble,
